Report Says in 
Stillman Case 


New York, May 21.—[Special.}—The 
end @f the Stillman divorce case is in 
sight. 

Attorneys for James A. Stillman. for- 
mer president of the National City 
bank, and Mrs~Anne Urquhart Still- 
man are negotiating on the terms of 
settlement, it was learned from an au- 
thorifative source tonight. This* was 
said to be the meaning of the repeated 
postponement of the hearings. 

Under the proposal, already made by 
Mr. Stillman’s counsel, upon the in- 
sistence of* Mrs. Stillman, the divorce 
action will be dropped,iMr. Stillman 
will settle a yearly’ allowance of $90, 
000 upon Mrs. Stillman, and the legiti- 
macy of Guy Stillman, whose pater- 
nity was attacked by Mr. Stillman, will 
be legally established. 

Demands Rights for Guy. 

Mrs. Stillman, it was said, refused 
to listen to any overtures for peace 
unless the — of Guy; her youngest 
son, were rotected. , 

Several days ago Mrs. Stillman in- 
formed Mr. Mack, Guy’s guardian, 
that her husband’s attorneys had made 
overtures for a discontinuance of the 
suit, and said she had come to him for 
advice as she did rfot wish tq take any 
action that would in any way jeopar- 
dize the interests of Guy. 

_ Mr. Mack told Mrs. Stillman he saw 
danger to Guy's interest in the meth- 
od of settlement proposed, and as a re- 
sult of this visit and advice, the nego- 
tiations between counsel for both sides 
were continued and on Friday a post- 
ponement of the hearings, scheduled 
for May 25 and 26 at Poughkeepsie, to 
June 1 and 2, was announced. 

Differ on Payments. 

| The present hitch in the negotiations 
was said to be over the amount of 
the settlement to be made by Mr. 
Stiluman upon his wife. Mrs.. Still- 
man’s attorneys were said to demand 
payment of an allowance of $90,€00 a 
year, which is at the rate of $7,500 a

| mination of the action. Mr. Stillman’'s 
attorneys were said to have opposed 
so large a sum, and the question is 
still being debated by them, it was 
reported. 

In the event that the negotiations for 
a settlement are successful, attorneys 
for both sides ,will apply to Justice 
-Morschauser for an order of discontin- 
uance of the action. 

Boy to Win All Rights. 

If he should grant this the legitimacy

Mr. Ahischfager, who was architect 
for the Sovereign, admitted he knew 
Goldberg had met the business agents 
in his office, but stated he did ‘not know 
whether Krieg was present. ‘ 

“ What djd you think they were up 
there for?” asked Attorney Fleming. 
Calls Grafters “ Leeches.” 

“ Graft,” replied the witness. “ There 
is no doubt about that. That’s easy. 
Goldberg had told me he had had trou- 
ble with these leeches from time to 
time.” 

‘The architect declared he had made 
provision for graft when he drew the 
specifications for the hotel. 

“It was our custom in preparing a 
budget for a building to have a specific 
sum always set aside for graft,” he 
said. 
‘\As a matter of fact, that is what 
every architect in Chicago does, 
doesn't he?” asked Mr. Fleming. 
“That is what all architects do if 
they are careful.” 4 
“That is a general condition that 
exists in Chicago and has existed a 
long time, is it not?”

CITY HALL FEES|=: 


Editor of an Engineering 
Paper Backs Tribune. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 
Engineering and Contracting, a tech- 
‘nical weekly of reputation, aggressive- 
ly supports THe TRIBUNE in its fight 


against the “ squandering of public 
money” on city building and real es- 
tate experts. 

This journal in a current issve says 
that the city of Chicage is paying 
seven times as much as it should to 
Austin J. Lynch and Frank H. Mesce, 
building experts, and ten times as 
much as it should for its real estate 
experts, Arthur S. Merigold, Ernest H. 
Lyons, and Edward C. Waller Jr. 

Apparently the writer of the edito- 
rial in Engineering and Contracting 
was Halbert P. Gillette, its editor. He 
qualifies as highly competent to criti- 
cise the city because as “chief engi- 
neer of the Washington railroad com- 
mission he had charge of appraisals to- 
Then “as ap- 
praisal engineer for many different 
companiés and individuals he has 
placed values upon other properties 
totaling $500,000,000.” 


One-half of 1% Highest Cost. 

The Journal says that 15 per cent 
of this total was real estate, and then 
adds: “In all this appraisal work the 
highest cost of appraisal for any group 
of buijdings was one-half of 1 per cent 
of the value thereof.” 

After indicating the basis upon which 
the city should pay, the editorial says; 

“At this rate the appraisal of $72.,- 
000,000 worth of buildings under dis- 
cussion should have cost the city of

44 N OCEAN TRAMP” is William McFee’s first book, long out of print, 
but certainly never forgotten by any one who had readit. It is osten- 
sibly a sort of journal, a series of letters written by a marine engi- 

neer to a friend in London. It is, in fact, one of the most wholly charming and 

beautiful volumes of essays that one might chance upon. How unliterary “a 

marine engineer” sounds. And how deeply literary in the true sense of the 

word he was, literate in life; in men, in books; knowing the world, seeing it 
from the vantage point of a proud ship ona scornful sea. 

This Ocean Tramp had the genial philosophy of all vagabonds, the sense of 
adventure, of living dangerously and fully. He saw an almost blinding romance 
in the hold of his ship as well as in a Chelsea flat. And, with all of his deep 
sensitiveness, he is so sane, so normal, and so amusing in his sharing of his 
thoughts that one has that rare sense of comfortableness when one is reading— 


-the same gentle happiness that a few friends have the power to give, neither 


too stimulating nor too exacting, mobile enough-mentally to melt into a mood 


,and yet not so jelly-fishy as to have no mental resiliency. 


Mr. McFee has written a preface to the 1921 edition which seem’ to me the 
most pleasant example of piling up words and saying nothing that I have ever 
come across. It’s a charming nothingness, though not to be mentioned in the 
same tone of enthusiasm with his charming somethingness. |

I1.—POLITICAL LIBERTY. 


N Aug. 26, 1789, the constituting assembly of France proclaimed the dee- 
laration of human rights. That was a great event. Like all important 
historical documents, this one, too, has been ecstatically praised and 

ruthlessly condemned. It has been praised as the most precious gift ever made 

to mankind, and it has been blamed because, with misleading and ~ hollow 

— it spoke of rights only and not once mentioned the corresponding 

en. 

On whatever side we may place ourselves, we must acknowledge that the 
declaration succedsfully challenged the morose wisdom that there is nothing 
new on this earth. Up to the end of the eighteenth ce the existence of 
the individual as such was ignored. Everybody was born into a certain well 
circumscribed condition, grew up in it, lived in it, died in it, The state was a 
hierarchy of social groups. They all had their special rights guaranteed to 
them by the ruler, but the individual had none. You were something only in 
so far as you were a nobleman, a priest, a merchant, a member of a guild— 
even “bad women” were organized and their right®and duties acknowledged 
Pe ee you were nothing in your plain quality as a human being. 

here were lots of concrete “ liberties,” i. ey privileges, but no abstract 

“liberty.” There were many corporations and their members, but there was

Movements of Events Toward Liberty. 
ND now we shall repeat our question: To whom do we owe the declara- 


“ cahiers” written before the so-called “ Etats Généraux,” a general rep- 
resentative assembly, was convoked by the King of France. The “cahiers” 
were pamphlets in which fhe different cities stated their grievances and made 
propositions for amegding he situation. Then, on July 11, 1789, Lafayette, in 


the national assembly, moved for a declaration of human rights, and sub- | 


mitted a sketch for such a one. For quite a time it was believed that the 
American Declaration of Independence had stimulated Lafayette to make this 
proposition. But in his memoirs he says himself that this was not so. 


The Declaration of Independence only sets down the principle of the sov- 
ereignty of the people and their right to change the form of government. Only 
one sentence of the declaration touches the issue of human rights, stating that 
all men were born equal, and endowed by their creator with certain inalienable 
rights as to life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness. But there were other 
constitutions existing in America: the constitutions of the single states of the 
American federation, and from these the French got their,incentive. They, 
were known in France, as already in pre a French translation had appeared, 
in Switzerland. . 

The first state which came out with a formal declaration of the human 
rights was Virginia. Virginia accepted a constitution at the convention of 
Williamsburgh, which took place from May 6 to June 29, 1776. It was ushered 
in by a solemn “ bill of rights.” George Mason had written it, guided by Mad- 
son. The Virginia constitution influenced all the others, including -that of the_ 
congress itself. If we compare the French documergt with its American pre- 
cursors, we shall find that they have in common the belief in abstract and 
rather equivocal principles and a certain stately rhetoric. — 3 


In one of the most important matters France lags behind America: in the 
establishment of religious liberty. The French document only promises toler- 
ance, but does not dare to go further. The lasting value of the declaration lies 
in the fact that certain domains are once for all exempted by law from the 
nterference of the state. What we want to emphasize here is that the French 
have not added to what they received from America one original thought.

“The English petition of right in 1688 was historic and retrospective; the Vir- | 


ginia declaration came directly out of the heart of nature and announced gov- | 


erning principles for all peoples in all future times.” The English documents — 
were looking backwards, the American document was looking forward. The! 
English wanted to preserve certain liberties, the American wanted to establish 
liberty. The English declaration was specifically English and national; the 
American human and international. The English aimed at protecting specific 
rights inherited from their fathers; the Americans stated that there is an 
'eternal, inalienable right inherent in the individual. The English speaks of 
the birthrightof the Englishman; the American of the birthright of man. The 
English were proprietors; the Americans pioneers. 

At the first glance it seems astonishing that the American should have 
evolved these theories all by himself, dependent as he was in so many respects 
on the culture of the mother country. But there was the one point on which 
there had been dissension from the beginning: religious liberty. The quest for 
religious liberty had led to emigration and to the colonization of this virgin 
country. Religious liberty engendered political liberty. The declaration of

“No doubt the coming tariff bill wili 
contain many rates of duty substan- 
tially higher than those in the existing 
law.” Mr. Longworth said. “If no 
such precaution as this bill be taken, 
as soon as the increases are made pub- 
lic a great flood of importations will 
eome in during the five months’ period 
of discussion of the measure, thereby 
causing large revenue losses to the 
government and serious damage to 
American industry. 

“Similar legislation is in force in 
many countries, and has been for 
many years, notably in France, Italy, 
Great Britain, Canada, and Australia.” 

The resolution was approved in the 
form in which it was reintroduced by 
Longworth yesterday. 

Uhder the terms of the resolution 
rates of duty and other provisions of 
the permanent tariff bill can be made 
effective the day following the report- 
ing of the bill to the house. Action on 
the resolution will be sought in the 
house early in the coming week.

This is the fourth article of a 
series giving instructions in dry 
cleaning, fine laundry work, bleach- 
ing, and dyéing. 


ALPHABETICAL TABLE OF SPOT 
REMOVERS. 

HERE are sO many attractive 
bedspreads, crocheted, knit, or 
woven, that housekeepers would 
prefer to launder at home in 

piace of sending them to a profession- 
al laundry. Make a solution by pour- 
ing boiling water on shaved white soap 
er on a box of soap chips. Let the 
spread stand in it for twenty minutes, 
pounding with a mortar at the end of 
that time if the spread is too heavy to 
work up and down. If the spread is 
plain and a clear, pure white is desired, 
bleach with eau dq Javelile, rinse in 
water to which ammonia has been add- 
ed to neutralize the eau de Javelle, and 
then rinse a second time in weak 
dluing. Lay in the sun. 

If the stains are not obstinate they 
wil] come out with boiling water poured 
from a height. Spread the material 
over a bow! and pour siowly. In white 
goods an eau de Javelie bleach may be 
used. In colored goods spot with a 
-weak acid solution, rinse, and sponge 
with a soap solution. 

Benzine. 


A coloriess inflammable liquid de- 
rived from petroleum, the usua! solvent 
for the amateur, although profession- 
als use benzol as costing much less or 
carbontetrachioride as safer and more 
effective. The cleansing power of ben- 
zine, eas of most other solvents, ‘s in- 

-@reased by adding a little ether or 
chloroform or both. 
To Clean Benzine. 


The only real way is by distillation. 
but age that is only achieved in cleaning 
plants the home worker will have mod- 
erate success by Jetting the old ben- 
zine stand until a sediment has formed, 
then pouring off the top. Pour this 
comparatively clean benzine through a 
chamois skin or through several thick- 
nesses of felt, and you will have a 
liquid clean enough for everything but 
White. 

Often there is water in benzine, this 
being the cause of the yellow jook in 
white silks after cleaning and the gray 
look in white flannels. To rid the 
solvent of this pour it through a strain- 
er the bottom of which is covered with 
common seit. Or put a handful of 
common salt in the benzine. The salt 
absorbs the water. 

Professional cleaners invariably pass 
a cheesecloth through the benzine to 
absorb any moisture. 

Benzine Soap.

; Blankets. 

The most important thing to remem- 
ber about blankets is that all the wash- 
ing and rinsing must be done in water 
of the same temperature, and that 
never more than 90 degrees. Cold 
water is just-as bad as hot, for both 
affect the animal fibers of the wool 
and cause chemical changes which re- 
sult in shrinkage. 

If the blankets are badly soiled, add 
one tablespodnful of ammonia to two 
gallons of water in which soap flakes 
have been dissolved. Do without the 
ammonia if possible for the sake of 
the blankets, which in time it attacks 
and makes harsh. Have a second tub 
all ready with the solution and shift 
the blankets without wringing. Empty 
and prepare the first tub in the same 
way, making three soap solutions in 
all, in each of which you have pounded 
the blankets up and down. Now rinse 
in three more waters, all of the same 
temperature as the washing waters. 
When wringing loosen the wringer 
considerably even 
water is left in the blanket.

Who Buys Sensible Shoes? 

Strange, too, what women's vanity 
wil suffer! Especially since there 
hever Was a time when comfortable 
thoes have been so generously offered 
andin such attractive designs as now. 
Shoe men assure us that women are 
buying larger sizes than they used to. 
Sull, up go the wails and groans. And 
one has but to walk down the shopping 
district to wonder who buys the sen- 
tbleshoes and what they do with them 
after they buy them. 

But what’s the use of talking sense 
about shoes when flesh is so weak in 
the face of such shoe t@mptations? Es- 
pecially when you know from personal 
experience how weak it actually can 
be. Bo the next best thing is to lend 
a helping hand to ‘footsore sisters who 
have succumbed to high heels and nar- 
row toes and a passionate longing for 
small feet. 


Corns and Callouses. 
Corns and callouses are the first 
fruits of poor shoe judgment, both 


equally full o’ misery. To take the 
sting out of callouses, soak the feet in 
hot water for fifteen minutes at night 
before retiring. This will soften the 
skin. Then rub with a piece of pumice 
stone, removing as much as you can 
of the callous. Do not cut with a knife 
or razor. In the morning rub a little 
cold cream or vaseline on the spot. A 
handful of sal soda added to the water 
will help greatly. : 

Corns are of two varieties—soft and 
hard. The soft corns come between 
the toes and are abominably painful. 
Sprinkling dry sulphur over them will 
eventually remove them. The feet must 
be kept dry. It is the moisture, to- 
gether with: friction caused by the too 
narrow shoe, that causes them. A tiny 
wad of absorbent eotthn between the 
toes to absorb moisture and prevent 
friction is advised. 


. Remedy for Hard Corns. 


Hard corns, if they are extremely 
painful and of long standing, may best 
be removed by a chiropodist, who has 
the instruments to get at the root of 
them, If, however, you feel qualified 
to operate yourself, do it immediately 
after the feet have been bathed and use 
a steel scalpel that has been sterilized 
by boiling for a couple of minutes be- 
fore using. Blood poisoning is fre- 
quently reported following carelessness 
in this regard. 

After your corn has been cut, apply 
the following lotion: Extract of canna- 
bis indica, 16 grains; salicylic acid, 1 
dram; flexible collodion, 1 ounce. Mix 
well and apply with a tiny brush. Re- 
peat every night until the corn has 
entirely. disappeared. Any number cf 
correspondents have told me how ef- 
fective this remedy has proved. 


How to Avoid Blisters. 


Then blisters, due often to friction 
at the heel after new shoes have been 
worn, will put one out of commission 
quickly enough. Again, they are the 
result of perspiration. Blisters caused 
by perspiration may be relieved by the 
application of spirits of camphor on a 
piece of cheesecloth. Genuine blisters 
should be painted with collodion to pro- 
tect'them from the air and the friction 
of the hose. To prevent them, paste a 


strip of velvet in the back of the shoe, 
or an army preventive is to rub a little 
soap on the stocking. ee 

Too short shoes and stockings force 
the joint of the large toe out of place, 
and no remedy may be hoped for with- 
out corrective shoes—shoes that are 
long enough and wide enough for a 
normal spreading of the toes. In an 
early stage the joint may be bandaged 
into place with the aid of adhesive plas- 
ter to bring it into a natural position. 
If inflammation occurs, paint with a 
lotion of two drams each of carbolic 
acid, tincture of iron, and glycerin. 

Ingrowing Toenail Torture. 

An ingrowing toenail might well 
have been a torture of the Inquisition, 
Here, again, short footgear is at fault. 
Sometimes, too, it is caused by cutting 
the toenails wrong. They should be 
cut square across or slightly concave. 

If you are affiicted, once a day at 
least wash the toe, cleaning around the 
nail especially well. Lift the ingrow- 
ing corner and push a small pledget of 
cotton into the space. Slowly increase 
the size of the piece of cotton until 
the edge of the nail, having been 
lifted above the flesh on the side, 
no longer irritates it. If there is a 
tendency for the flesh to grow over 
the nail, push it back and fasten it 
in position with a strip of oxide of zinc 
plaster. 
| Relief for Tired Feet. 

For tired, aching, and swollen feet— 
a cold foot spray every morning and | 
evening is of great help. Get the tonic | 
effect of the full pressure of the cold | 
water from the faucet upon the fest. | 
Dry the feet thoroughly with a Turk- | 
ish towel, paying special attention to | 
spaces between the toes. Rub the feet | 
after the bath with alcohol and powder 
them with boric acid. | 

Then there is the all important item | 
of cleanliness in the care of the feet, | 
since so much fgot discomfort comes, 
from excessive perspiration. Fresh 
stockings daily should be the rule, and 
a daily bath, naturally, morning and 
night where there is any trouble of the | 
kind. A 265 per cent solution of alumi-. 
num chloride in distilled water is a good | 
remedy. Apply for three nights in suc- | 
céssion; then once a week. :

Every husky soldier within ecr- 
shot was howling with mirth. 

For the rest of the voyage I could 
scarcely go on deck without hearing a 
cry of “Mamma!” from behind some 
hatchway grating or ladder. G. A. 8.

She only had a row full, but I 
wanted almost every one.

seasons. The only trimming on it [not 
counting the thousand dollar’s worth 
of embroidery], is a band of tarnished 
silver ribbon, that ties in a bow just 
above the back of the neck. It is an 
awfully pretty color scheme that is 
afforded by the silver gauze and the 
tarnished silver ribbon. I wish the 
family plate looked as well as that rib- 
bon when tarnished! 

The fourth hat is in the color of the 
future—feuilles mortes; dead leaves.

your home is built with two floors. This 
home does not requfre more than a 
thirty-five or forty foot lot, and can 
face in any direction, although a 
southern exposure is the miore prefer- 
able.

A WEDDING LUNCHEON MENU. 
WEDDING luncheon or break- 
fast—call it what you will, the 
hour of eating it is one and the 
same, or nearly the same— 
should be one of the most perfectly 
simple meals—perfect and simple per- 
haps expresses the idea most perfect- 
ly. And since the world has been, 
often without knowing it, always 
tjarving for fine breads, I would place 
aa first in importance the bread, usual- 
ly Msted as rolis on the menu. 


Of course, no one would be so fool- 


ish as to try to make fancy rolls for 


the first time when a bread was need. 
ed for the wedding breakfast table, so 
the list of recipes for that menu would 
not contain one for bread. And the 
g00d bread maker who wants to pre- 
pare rolis or fancy buns for a wed- 
ding breakfast would do well to make 
several experiments, I think, before 
that date. 
Make Small Rolls First. 

First let her make small -roils, brush 
them with ice cold water just before 
they are put into a 500 degree oven, 
and cqok them for fifteen minutes. If 
ehe wants them to come to a peak let 
her put a bit of sugar or some fancy 
candies in the middle of the top of each 
before they are put into the oven. Three 
or four little balls baked in each place 
in @ muffin tin make the pretty clover- 
leaf rolls. 

Let some of the rolls be plain for the 
first service, or to eat with the meat 
dish, and others may be made like 
buns, if desired. These may be named 
as the Italians name them—love buns. 

Asked to’explain why they were 
called love buns, an Italian woman in 
Rome replied that, like love, they were 
full of surprises. These surprises con- 
sist of different bits of fruit, nuts, and 
candiea. 

It is easy enough to work these 
things into a bit of dough, shape it 
like a bun, let it rise, brush it over 
with egg beaten with a little water, 
sprinkle it with coarse sugar or rock 
candy or with comfits, and bake it in 
a hot oven for fifteen minutes. Either 
the plain roll or this one will bake in 
fifteen minutes in a 600 degrees oven, 
bit if left in for a longer time will 
burn unless the oven has water in it 
to give off steam, and that is a story 
by itself. 

The Meat Dish. 

Although bread may be placed first 
the 
meat dish is considered first by most 
others, while the cake and sweets are 
the crowning feature of the meal. 
Creamed chicken or sweetbreads may 
be served in so many pretty ways 
that there is good reason why they 
form the center of this sort of a meal.’ 
In fancy cases of pastry or bread, in 
table shells or ramekins, in a hollowed 
out volcano of potato, or in a large 
potato rose, or banked up against some 
mold of potato or over a potato muffin 
~—there ‘are endless ways of serving 
these creamed preparations. 

If we start to consider the menu 
entire, we shall beg‘n with some fruit, 
best that which is at the height of 
ite season, and therefore most perfect. 
In June both the strawberry and the 
pineapple are in fine condition. 

Recently I saw these two put to 
gether for a beginning service of a 
luncheon in an exceedingly pretty 
fashion. Wedges of pineapple, one of 
large size, with the peeling on, the 
upper edge of the wedge just the 
size of one of the cheekers which cover 
@ pineapple, were arranged in wheel 
shape with the top leaves and unhulled 
strawberries of large size. Either of 
these can be eaten without sugar or 
dressing, or with either sugar or 
dressing. A strawberry that is per- 
fectly ripe and with its full aroma is 
half destroyed with sugar, and so is 
pineapple, but it is a rare thing to get 
them in this perfection. 

By the way, the flat, wheel-like ar- 
rangement of salad materiais is Italian, 
and is one of the numerous Italian 
ways of spreading a little food ma- 
tefial over much ground. This prac- 
tice is highly advisable in preparing 
certain meals, especially one to which 
the guests sit down more or less un- 
prepared, because of high emotions, 
for heavy digestive tasks. 


A The Menu In Brief.

Te Prepare Sweetbreads. 
Order the sweetbreadse in advance, 
and have them perfectly fresh when 
prepared. They keep better if cooked, 
unless there is perfect refrigeration 
for them. First they must be washed 
with the createst care. The idea of 
soaking them for an hour seems to 
me inadvisable. It is an old idea. In 
washing them pul! off any dirty edge, 
and cleanse any bileody spot. 


When they are thoroughly clean, 


drop them into boiling water for five 
minutes, pour off water then, and rinse 
them thoroughly in cold water. Now 
take off skin and remove any carti- 
laginous parts. They are now ready 
for almost any sort of a finishing 
process. If they are to be split and 
fried—breaded or not-—they should 
be pressed, perhaps between two 
plates, with a light weight $n top. If 
they are to be cut up in dice this 
pressing is not nocepeary. although it 


may be doze. | 
Creamed Sweetbreads. 


Beef sweetbreads are neutra] in 
flaver, and the epicurean calf'’s sweet- 
breads really seem insipid in flavor to 
many people, therefore we need pro- 
nounced but dainty seasening. We 
marinate split sweetbreads for frying, 
and we could do something of the sort 
with diced sweetbreads, or prepare as 
follows: 

Saute gently in two or three table 
spoons of butter one onion cut fine. 
one-half a green pepper cut small, and 


some sweet red pepper as well, if at! 


hand, and eight mushrooms to ore 
cup of diced sweetbreads. The mush. 
rooms should be cut in the same sized 
pieces as the sweetbreads. Cook most. 
gentiy, from five to ten minuies. The 
test of the right sort of cooking is that 
the onion shall not be browned. Now 
put them into a sauce and cook for ten 
or fifteen minutes. 

The sauce: Stir four level table- 
spoons of flour into two of melted but- 
ter, add two cups of rich milk or half 
milk and half cream, or as much 
cream as you can afford, stir all over 
the fire until it thickens as -nuch as it 
will, add salt to taste and a light grat- 
ing of nutmeg, or salt to taste after 
the sweetbreads are in the sauce. The 
two ehould be gently cooked together 
until the blend is perfect. 

Sweetbreads in Shells, 


Butter shells, 
sauce, sprinkle with bread opm cracke: 
crumbs, then with a little melted but- 
ter, put into hot oven or into the 
broiling oven, considerably away from 
the fire, and cook until they puff. 
Serve with lemon slices or lemon in 
any fashion to get a few drops of 
lemon juice. 

Vegetables or Salad. 


When we have a beautifully cooked 
green vegetable with a meal we can 
get on without a salad. To make an 
ornamental epot er garnish on the 
plate, with a timble filled with a 
creamed mixture of sweetbreads or 
chicken, we may serve spinach made 
like sorrel with lemon juice, and 
molded. 


put sweetbreads in 


There is never any need or justifica- 
tion in adding soda to spinach to keep 
it green. This destroys the vitamines, 
so all we get is our straw or stomach 
sweeper. Pick cver the spinach and 
wash with great care, and bianch 4s 
for canning, for five minutes in boil- 
ing water. 

If we want to serve ‘+ in molds, it 
should then, after being rinsed in cold 
water and drained, be sieved. — 

After it is sieved or rubbed through 
a strainer, put it im the frying pan 
with butter over a fierce fire, and stir 
constantly until any surplus water is 
dried out. Many a vegetable lacks 
superfine quality because of the few 
drops of free water in it-—free like the 
water in an overcooked custard, 

Some hot cream or some hot shick 
meat gravy may now be adddd, the 
cream making something exceedingly 
‘une, but because the sweetbreads are 
among the insipid or neutral foods, let 
us add lemon tuice instead, just a few 
drops. It is quite necessary not to

Some Ideal Roads 


Combats High Cost of Poor 
Highways by Record 
Construction 


BY J. L. JENKINS. ; 


AYNE county is out ahead in 
Michigan's great spring drive 
for adequate highways. in 
direct contrast to the hopeless 

inactivity and consistent delay result- 
ing from thie year’s policy in Illinois. 
forces engaged in meeting modern 
transportation demands in Michigan 
are constructing one mile of concrete 
road per day. They are paying an 
average of $40,000 a mile for the per- 
manent-work and are operating under 
the same excessive freight rate handi- 
caps and material price conditions 
given as reasons for the wrecking of 
the Illinols program. 

‘Edward N. Hines, chairman of the 

board of commissioners in charge of 
county roads radiating from Detrojt, 
the network of highways now carry- 
ing the flood of traffic that may be ex- 
pected on Illinois trunk lines in the 
immediate future, visited Chicago last 
week and brought with him a detailed 
report on the remarkable progress in 
his county. It shows that the county 
board is shooting at 350 miles of con- 
crete road in its steady drive to con- 
nect each city and vil in the terri- 
tory. 
A third step in the program calls 
for the encircling of the county with 
three belt line highways. The outer 
belt has been completed and work is 
well ahead on both the middie belt 
and the inner circle. When this work 
is done the main routes out of De- 
troit will be paralleled and existing 
roads will all be widened. The latter 
Jian is also going forward now in 
order to carry an actual daily traffic 
of 14,000 vehicles in fourteen hours 
on one of the arteries. A recent traf- 
fic comparison shows that more than 
four times as many vehicleBare using 
these roads now as in 1912. 


Another progressive step is held in 
plans which call for special truck 
trunk lines, to be buflt of concrete, 
36 feet wide. No heavy duty arteries 
will be accepted in the future unless 
a 100 foot right of way is dedicated to 
road purposes. At present 20 foot 
pavements are being laid wherever 
possible. It was fourld that main- 
tenance of shoulders on 18 foot roads 
would for additional two feet 
of concrete in a few years. The board 


fe also laying a considerable mileage 


of pavements from 24 to 40 feet wide 
on roads near the city limits, and all 
pavements average 9 inches in thick- 
Ress. 

“ As a business man, I know of noth- 
ing more important today than pro- 
vision to properly carry our motor 
traffic,” declared Commissioner Hines. 
“We have given over fruitiess argu- 
ment concerning the high @@st of good 
road building. We're tod busy com- 
bating the real issue—the high cost of 
poor roads—to moan about a few dol- 
lars more or less per mile. We know 
that we are building the best high- 
ways so far laid down in the country,. 
at the lowest possible cost today, and 
our people, who use them winter and 
summer, know it, too.” 

All Wayne county roads are sign- 
boarded with 10 foot concrete guide 
posts, maintained by the county. Pro- 
vision is also made to place electric 
lights on each post, so that the signs 
may be easily read at night. Other 
features of the system include paved 
railroad crossings, the painting’ of 
white dividing lines in the middle of 
each concrete road to keep traffic on 
its own side and insure highway safety, 
promotion of roadside parks and high- 
way beautification, and the establish- 
ment of rural fire protection along the

RABBI EMIL GS. HIRSCH

Today is the seventieth birthday of 
Rabbi Emil G. Hirsch; who has served 


for more than half-of his life as the. 


rabbi of Sinai temple congregation at 
4622 Grand boulevard, wHfth will honor 
him with a special serviee this *morn- 
ing, when visiting mbbis will speak. 
This evening a dinner if his honor 
will be served in, Sinai~ Social center, 
followed by a pageant depicting the 
sevenfold division of the temple’s activ- 
ities and a review of Dr. Hirsch’s life 
and work. : 
Born in Luxembourg, the son of Rab- 
bi Samuel Hirsch, Emil G. Hirsch came 
to America in 1866 with his parents 
and prepared for entrance into the 
University ofg@ Pennsylvania at the 
Episcopal Church academy in Philadel- 


phia. Graduating from Pennsylvania. 


in 1872, Mi went over to Germany for 
study in the universities of Berlin and 


his rabbinical diploma. Dr. Hirsch first 
served the Jewish Reform congrega- 
tion of Baltimore, from which city his 
father had been chased by a mob fif- 
teen years before, because of his stand 
against slavery. 

Following one year in Baltimo 
after which he married the daughter 
of Dr. David Einhorn, one of the lead- 
ing rabbis of New York, Rabbi Hirsch 
was called to Louisville, Ky., where he 
served until 1880, when_he came to 
Sinai temple, Chicago, to undertakg 
what has become his great lifework. 
Sinai congregation has grown and 
prospered during the last two decades 
under Dr. Hirsch, until it has become 
one of the best known Jewish congre- 
gations in the United States.
